MAC HONOURS WAR DEAD 



Sir Fitzroy Maclean Address Students 

Last Monday evening, the 18th Annual Memor^ial 
Assembly was held with Sir Fitzroy Maclean C.B.E.. M P., 
the guest speaker. 

The Principal of McCill. Dr. H. Rocke Robertson 
Introduced Sir Fitzroy and also extended a special welcome 
to Field Marshall Alexander who had flown here from 
England the day before Sir Fitzroy arrived here on the last 
leg of a speaking tour which had taken him to several maior 
U.S. cities. 

Sir Fitzroy Maclean spoke on the general topic of 
Communism. He first explained his impressions of Russia, 
which he first visited in 1937 when he was posted to the 
British Embassy in Moscow. 

He then gave an outline of some of the most impMDrtant 
events which affected the Communist world between 1938 
and 1958. Sir Fitzroy pointed out the importance of Tito's 
break with the Kremlin. Stalin's ensuing policies of trying 
to blockade Yugoslavia economically, and the ineffective 
results of this. 

He also pointed out that It was during this time that 
the Chinese began taking on an identity of their own. 

Sir Fifzroy then detailed the effects of Stalin's death 
In 1953 on world Communism and the change in policies 
resulting from the new leadership of the present Soviet 
premier Kruschev. 

He said that due to his stay In Russia in 1937-1938. he 
had a basis for comparison when he returned at that time. 
Sir Fitzroy Maclean compared Tito and Mao Tse-Tung.

Sir Fitzroy then posed the question. "What can we 
do ?" He answered this by saying that we should compete 
with the Communist bloc. He said that while Kruschev is 
more confident than Stalin was. as he has a right to be. he 
cannot afford to be overly confident and we have nothing 
to lose by competing on even ground with our opponents 
behing the Iron curtain. 

Sir Fitzroy Maclean ended his a-ddress on an optimistic 
note saying that he foresees better times in the future and 
that he believes that in twenty years the worst of our 
troubles may be over.

WHAT IS A 
COW 

A cov^ is a completely automa* 
tic milk manufacturing machine* 
It is encased in untanned leather 
and mounted on four vertical mo* 
vable supports, one on each cor* 
ner. 

The front end contains the cut' 
tino and grinding mechanism, at 
well at headlights, air inlet ami 
exhaust, a bumper and a fog* 
horn. 

At the rear Is the dispensing 
appartut and an automatic fly 
swatter. 

The central portion houses t 
hydro-chemical conversion plant. 
This consists of four fermenta* 
tlon and storage tanks connected 
Tn series by an intricate network 
of flexible plumbing. This sec* 
tion also contains the heating 
plant complete with automatic 
iempTafur^ controls, pumping 
station, and main ventilating tyt* 
tem. The waste disposal appara* 
tus is located at the rear of this 
central section. 

In brief, the externally visibig 
features are: two lookers, two 
hookers, four stander-uppert^ 
four hanger-downert, and g 
swishy-vtfishy. 

There is a similar machint 
known as a bull, which shouM 
not be confused with a cow. It 

f>roduces no milk, but has other 
nteresting uses.

U would be an Imixissibi 
Jily to telescope lour hun- 
dred years of the human 
drama, and the historical 
events that were played out 
on the West Indian stage 
Into this limited space. All 
such temptations to create 
this 20th century miracle 
therefore are resisted but 
should this 'aperitif suffice 
to annoy the taste of the in- 
qiuisltive reader, it will have 
served its purpose. 

The Caribbean came into 
focus with the discoverv by 
Columbus. Thereafter it 
was kaleidoscope of some of 
history's most outstanding 
creation and also of human 
miseries. For nearlv three 
centuries, it was the battle- 
ground for Royal Navies, 
Buccaneei^ Privateers, and 
outright Pirates. Here, on 
this stage, many famous 
(or infamous) war-lords 
etched their names into 
the annuals of history. 
John Hawkins, Francis 
Drake, Pizzario Cortes, 
Nelson, to recall but a 
few. When peace and final 
settlement were achieved 
towards the first quarter of 
the 19th century, the Bri- 
tish had firmly established 
their superiority and exten- 
ded their C/olonial empire 
Into the Caribbean. These 
Island '^set out like a 
stiing of pearls'* form an 
archipelago from Jamaica 
to the northwest, to Trini- 
dad in the southeast. In- 
cluded also are British 
Guiana and British Hondu- 
ras on the American main- 
land.

The population of the 
Caribbean is unique for its 
heterogeneity and the fact 
that it is not indigenous to 
the West Indies but came 
here with the **tra<le winds" 
from Europe (including the 
L'nited Kingdom, France, 
Portugal, and Spam) or 
were brought to the islands 
from Africa, India and Chi- 
na to replace the native 
Arawaks and ( aribs and to 
work on the plantations. 
This voluntar>^ and invo- 
untary assemblage from 
East and West provided the 
basis for the present rich- 
ness and diversity of the 
West Indian cultures. It is 
difficult to establish a mo- 
no-culture for the West 
Indies, for although the 
passing decades have serv- 
ed to blend and harmonize 
the various traits and cus- 
toms Into an assimilated 
**pot pourrl" of a typical 
West Indian culture, yet 
the many contributing ori- 
gins maintain their cultural 
Identity. This however in no 
way detracts hut adds to 
the richness of the whole. 

Histwically the islands 
have enjoyed some close 
ties with Canada and share 
•^ome things in common. As 
members of the British 
Commonwealth and foi i 
colonies of the United Kin-^

The University College 
of North Wales at Bangor 
is one of the smallest uni- 
versities in Britain, and 
considered by many one of 
the most unenlightened. It 
was ^ founded in 1890 by 
public subscription from 
the many small towns' and 
villages in North Wales, 
even torlay tlie descen- 
dents of the subscribers 
have a large amount of say 
as to the general running 
of the college. This area 
has a backgj'ound of strict 
Methodism, reflected in the 
official attitude towards 
the '^pleasures'* of life. 
After many years of agita- 
tion the authorities have 
only just recently bowed 
to the request for a Stu- 
dents Union Bar, this will 
probably result in much 
bad feeling from the local 
Inhabitants. 

The student population 
is only 1,500. but the back 
of members is make up 
for by a gi'eater enthu- 
siasm for local actiiities 
than is seen in most of the 
universities in B r i t a i n. 
There are 78 societies, 
ranging from political, to 
educational and finally so- 
cial; it is difficult there- 
fore for a student to adopt 
a reasonable balance bet- 
ween work and pleasure, 
it is small wonder that the 
failuie late here is remark- 
ably high. 



During the Rag Week 
held in February, students 
are expected to go slightly 
mad, all for the purpose of 
collecting money for cha- 
rity. Last year $12,000 wa« 
collected during a few 
days, which is an extremely 
creditable perfor m a n c e, 
larger universities such as 
Glasgow can collect up to 
$100,000 but they have a 
much l a r g e r industrial 
hinterland to draw upon. 
Expressed as amount gal- 
tened per head however 
Bangor comes out well on 
top. Attempts are made to 
break into the news head- 
lines by means of stunts, 
brave or stupid, cars 
might be found hanging 
underneath bridges, pri- 
sons broken into, and strict 
security cordons evaded. 
Kidnappings are quite fre- 
quent, here one always 
aims for a national figure 
whose disappearance will 
attract some attention, as 
yet no OTie has managed to 
sprit(^ r>nVp ..r E(lii)- 
burg) 

There is the serious side 
too, we have a Scots Fes- 
tival Week, when Bangor 
becomes an intellectual 
haven, i)erformances by 
leading musicians, actors, 
etc., are the vogue, costs of 
admission are extremely 
reasonable aiming to good 
organization and a grant 
from The Students Union.

Loans For Teachers 

In all circles to-day there is much talk of education. 
Business leaders expound on the value of an education, 
politicians tell us that education is free and educators talk 
of raising standards. To this end. teachers are encouraged to 
continue with their studies and students entering the 
profession are told that a degree will be a necessity in years 
to come. Within the last few years, much more emphasis 
has been placed on the value of a B. of Ed. and McCill and 
other universities are constantly improving their B. Ed. 
programs. 

However at this point a discrepancy arises. In Quebec, 
Diploma students may apply to the Department of Education 
for bursaries of $250.00 or $300.00 which are generally 
forthcoming. However, students in the degree course, who 
everybody claims to encourage, must apply to the Department 
of Youth for bursaries and loans. This is the place to which 
all Quebec students apply for assistance and naturally only 
the most needy cases are considered. Bursaries are very hard 
to come and even loans are often not forthcoming. 

The situation which results is that diploma students 
who must only attend a relatively low cost college for two 
years, receive considerable financial assistance while the 
students in B. Ed., who attend the same institution for two 
years and then a higher cost university for two more years, 
find financial assistance extremely hard to come by. 

It would seem that if the Provincial Government is 
really \n\eres\ed in the improvement of education, they 
should consider setting up a loan fund for the exclusive use 
of degree students in teaching — both French and English. 
Those who graduate with a B. Ed. would have little trouble 
in repaying all loans within five years of graduation and thus 
after the first few years, the fund would be self- 
perpetuating. 

Infirmary 



The Infirmary has been 
given a face-lifting — and 
what is more, it has chan- 
ged underneath the sur- 
face, too. 

As may readily be no- 
ticed, we have new furni- 
ture in the foyer and wai- 
ting rooms, improving the 
decor greatly. The offices 
of the administrative staff 
have also been renovated. 
However more important, 
the furniture in the wards 
and the isolation room has 
been completely replacecL 
Now we have beds that 
crank into any position, bu- 
reaux and bedside tables, 
and over-the-bed tables so 
you don't have to balance 
your tray on your knees. 
Also, there are comforta- 
ble chairs, desks and lamps 
— just in case anyone feels 
studious. A lot of new me- 
dical equipment to improve 
the work of the staff in 
their diagnosis has been 
added. 

As stated before, the In- 
firmary has changed inter- 
nally, too. The Macdonald 
College Student Health Ser- 
vice started as a branch of 



the Aic^uii Student Health 
Service. It still operates 
under of the general juris- 
diction of McGill, but this 
year the administative end 
has been taken over by 
Macdonald College, and the 
closer attention has re- 
sulted in a number of im- 
provements in the service. 

Dr. William Gossage has 
been director here since 
1958. Mrs. Helen Stacey 
joined the staff in 1961 at 
nursing supervisor and this 
year she has assumed res- 
ponsability for the day to 
day operation of our Health 
Service. Miss H. Baxter 
and Miss T. Kennedy, our 
new nurse, are the other 
members of the staff. This 
year, for the first time, a 
stenographer is availalble 
for students records, cor- 
respondence, and all the 
clerical work involved. 

The Student Health Ser- 
vice is organized primari- 
ly for our benefit. Among 
the services provided are : 

a) Out-patient nursing 
consultation during the 
Hcademic year. 



A LETTER 

English - Canadians . . . 



'*A tendency to regard 
people who speak other 
languages as either pecu- 
liar or slightly subhuman 
is an abiding and disas- 
trous characteristic of the 
English-speaking peoples.

This declaration rings 
out, not from the lips of a 
natio7ialiste canadien, but 
from those of Gwethalyn 
Graham, an ENGLISH-Ca- 
nadian novelist ! Are these 
the words of a slightly-mad 
francophile or do they re- 
present the sentiments of 
an English-Canadian who 
has been nauseated for too 

b) Out-patient consulta-

The idea of ha- 
ving a doctor in atten- 
dance at all major athletic 
events has been initiated 
with the encouragement of 
the Athletic Association 
and will be continued 
wherever possible. 

The Infirmary staff 
work very hard to serve us.

It is written that, (and 
here I quote with delibera- 
te misquotation) ''Every- 
thing that hath been kept 
in darkness shall always 
come to light".

Monsieur Bernard

It was origi- 
nally presented on CBC Radio and is appearing in print for 
the first time with kind permission of the author. ) 

I can never remember a cashier's desk and within 
conversation during which 
he failed to show his mild 
disbelief and gentle cynicism 
by one of those deep conti- 
nental shrugs The gesture 
is unique and no man born 
outside the hexagon of Fran- 
ce can carry it off with any 
real measure of success. 
Generated some where in 
the small of the back, it 
rolls up the spine, pulls the 
head to one side, retracts it 
below the level of the 
shoulders, and at the same 
time causes the arms to rise 
In listless resignation. It 
was his way of se^ying: Well, 
my friend, what do you 
expect. That's life. And 
after nearly twenty years 
as head waiter in one of the 
good though not expensive 
sidewalk cafes of Paris, he 
knew a great deal about life. 

To the casual observer 
who came only once or twice 
to sip a coffee, he was a ty- 
rant, buMying the waiters, 
waging war on the trades^ 
men. and treating the custo- 
mers with polite distain. 
Because there's no cJoubt 
about it, he was an imposing 
figure: fiftylsh, silver hair, 
controlled stoutness. im- 
peccable black suit with silk 
lapels, and in his right hand 
just the wisp of a serviette 
to distinguish him from the 
well-dressed men who fre- 
quented the cafe by night. 

His sole mission in life, it 
seemed, was to do nothing, 
and his measured tread up 
and down the arcades was 
that of a man consumed by 
boredon and lassitude. And 
yet. to his friends, he wa.s 
just the opposite: warm, 
genial, effervescent, and 
hardworking 

I know because I used to 
arrive for breakfast every 
morning at eight, just as the 
place was opening. He In- 
variably came in ten minu- 
tes late to show that, after 
all. he was the head waiter 
and so not subject to the 
ordinary rules of the esta- 
blishment. He arrived In a 
burst of energy, full of 
smiling bonhomie, as happy 
'a man as you could meet. 
At that hour his dress was 

casual: he wore a pair of 
baggy high-waisted trousers. 

an aged tweed jacked, and 

a listless topcoat washed by 

the rains of the years. And 

there was genuine affection 

in the round of '*good mor- 
nings" that came from every 

member of the staff. He had 

a hand shake and a few 

words for each of them, a 

private joke, a compliment, 

or an enquiry about things 

•t home. They loved him 
At first i never dared 

speak because I carried a 

mental picture of his on- 
duty severity. But I learned 

to chorus a anonymously 

with the others, until one 

day he shook my hand and 

I had arrived 

He would disaopear into 

M tiny cubbyhole behind the 



minutes pop out again dres* 
sed for the day's work. The 
attitude of the staff changed 
abruptly because Monsieur 
Bernard was now in com- 
mand and the hierarchy 
restored. 

A host of people descend- 
ed on him ritualistically. 
First the little woman who 
took the cash threaded the 
stem of a gardenia through 
his buttonhole. No word 
was exchanged. He acknow- 
ledged her presence with a 
barely perceptable nod of 
the head. Then the chef, 
fresh and crisp in white coat 
and towering cap. presented 
the menu for the day, like a 
hesitant staff officer show- 
ing a battle plan to his gene- 
ral. Monsieur Bernard ran a 
critical eye over it. He 
stopped now and then, 
worked h i s moustache, 
complained of the chef's 
lack of imagination, struck 
off this, added that, and re- 
turning the amended version 
to its author. The difference, 
you see. was between the 
tactician dnd the strate- 
gist. 

Finally, if> order, came 
the head barman, the sous- 
chef, the pantry boy, and a 
series of others who perfor- 
med mysterious tasks some- 
where in the remote parts 
of the kitchen. Each pre- 
sents a bill or a report 
which Monsieur Bernard 
collected and filed carefully, 
in a tin box kept for the 
purpose. Then he prowled 
unhappily through the kit- 
chen, into the storerooms, 
behind counters until every- 
thing was ready for the day 
and first major wave of 
customers arrived. 
. .He had a beautiful sense 
of command, a genius for 
leadership, and at another 
time and at different cir- 
cumstances he might have 
been a minister of state, a 
financial baron, or a com- 
manding general. He was a 
hard, demanding soul, and 
his own personality was 
mirrored in the twenty-odd 
waiters who worked under 
his direction. As soon as 
they left the kitchen a sud- 
den change came over them. 
From a troupe of happy go- 
lucky comedians they beca- 
me a corps of sad-eyed 
philosophers, and they went 
about their tasks listening 
to compliments and com- 
plaints with the same .pa- 
tient indifference that the 
master displayed. 

There is a common belief 
that the doctor has the keen- 
est insight into human na- 
ture because he sees the 
quirks of the brain trans- 
formed into the ills of the 
body. That may be so. but 
for the better part of thirty- 
five years Monsieur Bernard 
has observed men and 
women engaged in one of 
the three basic drives: food 
seekini^ and under such 
circumstances humar\ nature 



will out. From a distance of 
ten paces he claimed he 
could read a man's character 
on the strength of what he 
ordered. That, of course, is 
an exaggeration, but he was 
the best amateur psycholo- 
gist I ever met. He knew 
precisely how to diagnose 
each aberration, every 
Idiosyncrasy, and I never 
saw a client yet who not 
yield to his treatment. 

He had a very decent 
knowledge of languages, at 
least he knew them to a 
depth necessary for his day- 
to-day work, and even the 
most exotic tongue spoken 
at high velocity failed to 
distress him. Tm not sure 
the customer always got 
precisely what he wanted, 
but that's beside the point. 
His English was grudging 
correct but Interlarded with 
strange proverbs and cab- 
balistic declarations. He had 
learned it, chapter by chap- 
ter, from one of those ma- 
nuals, all eq4jally bad. and 
all written to throw these 
tags into his conversation at 
the most unusual places and 
I rarely had the heart to 
spoil his fun. Let me give 
you an example *To get 
Ideas from a woman Is a 
like trying to draw a cork 
from an empty bottle.*' Tm 
still not sure \ understand 
precisely what the sentence 
means. When I told Mon- 
sieur Bernard so, he smiled 
remotely, because he had 
somewhere read that North 
American English had been 
corrupted across the years, 
and therefore no mere Cana- 
dian had the right to chal- 
lenge what was consecrated 
In print in a good English 
texbook. And so I didn't. 

Now and then, as a spe* 
clal treat, he took me Into a 
private room and we dined 
together. I never saw him 
•at anything except a plain 
omelet, a piece of bread and 
perhaps a handful of grapes. 
In reality he loathed food, 
and I suspect he found the 
human refuelling process to 
which he had given his life a 
little vulgar and a little un- 
necessary. His nose twitch- 
ed faintly as the waiters 
went by with their platters 
of chops and cheeses, pies 
and pastries, and he 
wouldn't have touched any 
of it for the world. 

Mind you. he was not 
against other people deriv- 
ing a certain pleasure from 
food, provided they didn't 
feigjn ecstasy at this or that 
dish. For example, he liked 
to waich a love struck 
young man feeding his lady 
with the best he could af- 
ford. Monsieur Bernard ne^ 
ver showed enthusiasm, of 
course, but he would listen 
with rapt attention, hanging 
on every word, and on such 
occasions he never failed to 
call the waiter and repri- 
mand him for some thing he 
Invented on the spot. The 
waiter played his part to 
perfection; the girl slightly 
embarassed. loved every 
moment of it; and her 
escort, glowing with pride, 
added another 10 per cent 
to the tip. So everybody was 
pleased, and particularly 
the waiter. 

Monsieur Bernard retired 
four years ago and went to 
live quietly in the country 
where* I believe, he keeps a
